Deep Lemon -Pie. 

Mix three tablespoonfuls of corn- 
starch, one and one-half cups sugar, 
add gradually two cups of boiling 
water and boil five minutes. Add 
the grated rind and juice of two 
lemons, cool slightly, then add the 
well beaten yolks of four eggs. Cut 
and fold in the whites of four eggs 
beaten stiff and dry. Line a deep 
pan with rich pastry and lay an inch 
wide strip around the edge of the 
rim, turn in the mixture and bake 
twenty-five minutes. Serve chilled. 
If wished, a meringue may be added 
to the top, using three eggs, making 
a most fluffy pie. However, the pie 
is good without the meringue, and 
many prefer it so, 


Napoleon Torte. 
Cream one-half cup of butter and 
the same of sugar until very light; 
add four well beaten yolks, stir 
well, then add one-half cup of 
flour, sifted with a bit of salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon each of cinnamon 
and cloves. Add one teaspoon each 
of grated lemon peel and orange 
peel, two teaspoons of grated ehoco- 
late or cocoa, ten almonds grated. 
Mix thoroughly and fold in the stiff- 
ly beaten whites of the eggs. Pour 
into three buttered layer tins and 
spread evenly—the layers should 
be very thin. Bake fifteen to twen- 
ty minutes. When cool put the lay- 
ers together with marmalade. Cover 
the top with marmalade and then 
cover with a chocolate icing if de- 
sired.

Anna McNeill Whistler 
“pus little old lady who. sits so 

serenely in James McNeili Whis- 
tler’s famous portrait popularity 
kpown as “Mother,” is. familiar to 
most of us. But few of us perhaps 
know that lady to have been the 
artist's own mother, or. understand 
how well she merited the immorta)- 
ity her son thus won for her. 

Jemmie was Anna Whistler’s eld. 
est son. As a boy he was slender 
and sickly. Always, it seemed to 
Mrs. Whistler, he was in need of 
his mother. At first James thought 
he would be a soldier, as his father 
had heen before him, and his grand 
father, the Capt. John Whistler 
who bad founded Fort Dearborn at’ 
Chicago. At the end of two unhap- 
py years at West Point, however, 
he decided to be a painter instead 
and set off for Paris to study. 
"During al) these years Mrs. Whis- 
tler stayed close to her son, to be 
on hand ff needed, in 1860, how- 
ever, Jemmie returned to Paris for 
more study and Mrs. Whistler 
crossed to this country for a last 
visit with her family in South Caro. 
lina before settling permanently 
where her son wished -to tivé, in 
London. The yetr 1860 saw Amer.
